MURDERER SEES 
vcTIM'S THK 


Uncle Believes Nephew Is the 
Ghost of Dead Man Come 
to Haunt Him. 
REASON IS SHATTERED 
Mysterious Mexican Crime 


Cleared Up by Remarkable 
Family Likeness. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
ZACATECAS, Mexico, May 17.—Eus- 


tacia Aguillar was murdered here sev- 


eral days ago under circumstances 


which puzzled the police and until last 
night it was believed that the slayer 
would escape and that the crime would 
always be a mystery. The case was 
cleared up by the confession of the 
slayer, who is in jail a raving maniac. 

Eustacia had a twin brother, Juan, 
who had been away from. home for 
many years. When he heard of his 
brother’s death he returned without 
telling his relatives of his intentions. 
When he appeared those who saw him 
were startled by his remarkable re- 
semblance to his murdered brother. 
They were the same height and weight 
and the returned brother had the same 
cu@ing mustache and complexion of the 
dead man. The likeness was so. strong 
that Juan could have passed for Eusta- 
cla with those who did not know that 
his brother was in his grave. 

Thought He Saw Ghost. 
Last night Juan appeared on the 
streét and suddenly encountered his 
uncle, Antonio Aguillar, who had not 
heard of his nephew's return, It Is 
likely indeed that the uncle had for- 
gotten the long-absent twin brother of 
the murdered man. 
When uncle and nephew met unex- 
pectedly the nephew stepped forward to 
greet his relative, who jumped back 
with a scream. 
“Go away!” he shouted. 
alone! Go away!”’ 
Théeaincle prostrated himself before 
his nephew and Began a chattering 
confession that showed that he had 
slain his nephew. ‘He begged at times 
to be killed and at other times asked 
for protection from the spirit of his 
victim that he believed had returned 
from the grave to haunt him. He could 
not be calmed for hours and he is now 
a chattering, shivering wreck. 

Confession I= Confirmed. 

Investigation started after the con- 
fession of the frightened murderer 
shows that he told the truth under the 
awful shock of being confronted by 
what he regarded as the apparition of 
the murdered man. Suspicion yjhad not 
been directed to the uncle, and if he 
had been told in advance of the return 
of the twin brother and of his remark- 
able resemblance to the dead man he 
would doubtless have been able to con- 
trol himself and would have kept his 
secret. 

All night the uncle raved in his cell. 
With the coming of daylight he became 
calmer and today he told a more co- 
herent account of the crime, but he is 
apprehensive ai) the time that the ghost 
of the slain nephew will return. He ex- 
presses a willingness to be hanged at 
once and seems to think this is the 
only way he can atone for his crime 
and gain peace.

Then Finnegan, according to his testi- 
mony, put the man-—whether dead or 
alive he apparently did not know— 
abeard a street car and took him to the 
Hoffmeister undertaking rooms at 7814 
South Broadway, where Finnegan oald 
he died two hours later. 

The Hoffmeister establishment was 
called on the telephone by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Monday for information 
regarding the man lying dead there. 
The person responding replied he had 
just arrived, and knew nothing about 
the body. He declared he could not tell 
who was on duty when the body was 
} received. He admitted that he had ‘“‘geen 
it lying back there,’’ and professed ig- 
norance as to whether it was the body 
of an old man or a young man, and 
cut off the connection. 

Information Is Refused. 

After a report of Finnegan’s remark- 
able testimony was received, the Hoff- 
meister establishment was called again. 
The man answering the call declined 
to give any information. | 

Finnegan said a man stepped up to 
him in that quiet neighborhood, and 
struck at him with some object which 
flashed in his hand. 

ae | thought it was either a knife or 
a revoiver,” said Finnegan, “and I drew 
my club hastily and hit the man a blow 
on top of the head.’’ 

The man found dead had been killed 

by a blow from a blunt instrument. He 
was shabbily dressed. 
. The neishborhood where he was killed 
is. very quiet. The hospital is exclusive- 
ly for patients suffering from tubercu- 
losis and is situated on open ground.

LID CLUB MABE 
MAN END UI 


Drinking in Montgomery 
Street Resort, She Declares, 
Caused Debts. 


Mrs. Stella Spencer of 1407 Monroe 
streets holds the lid clubs responsible 
for the Weath of her husband, Charles 
Spencer, who shet and killed himself in 
bed at 10:30 o’clock Sunday night. 

“Until seven months ago,’’ Mrs. Spen- 
cer told a Post-Dispatch reporter Mon- 
day, “‘we lived happily together with our 
little daughter, Aida. My husband 
joined a club at Fifteenth and ont- 
gromery streets. He began drinking and 
spent much of his wages of $20 a week 
as a metal polisher there and at other 
clubs. Two weeks ago he lost his job. 
We were sued for the rent May 3 and a 
dispossess notice was served. He was 
a model husband until he got into the 
a club.” 

Sinandié’s suicide was yaneeed at the 
North Market Street Station about. 11 
o’clock by Harry McDonald of 1412 Mon- 
roe street. McDonald and Mrs. Spen- 
cer were arrested later and held for the 
Coroner. 

McDonald declares he was sitting in 
his home reading when Mrs. Spencer 
rushed in, carrying her baby and ‘ca)l- 
ing “Auntie, come here quick!’’ ~The 
McDonalds were god-parents to the 
Spencer baby. 

Mrs. McDonald took the child and 
Mrs. Spencer, moaning and screaming, 
said her husband had shot himself. 


Sang Before Killing Himeelf. 

“I put on my coat,’ said McDonald, 
“and went to the Spencer home. I 
found Spencer lying in bed. with a bul- 
let wound in his right temple. I think 
Mrs. Spencer took a revolver from his 
band and handed it to me and I placed 
it on the dresser. Mrs. McDonald came 
over, bringing the ‘Spencer baby, and I 
rushed tothe North Market Street Po- 
lice Station.”’ 

Mrs. Spencer told the police her hus- 


band said Sunday he was going over to/ 


East St. Louis to attend a fish fry at 
the Tammany Club. He returned about 
10 p. m., she said, drenched, saying he 
had fallen into the river. He was in- 
toxicated. 

“I had to undress him .and put on 
dry underclothing,” said Mrs. Spencer. 
“He sat on the bed singing, ‘I Wish 
I Had a Girl.” Finally he went to bed. 
I turned down the gas and lay down 
beside him, with the baby. My husband 
soon got up and went to the dresser: I 
supposed he was going after a drink 
of water. After he lay down I heard 
the sound of a shot, which almost deaf- 
ened me. I arose and found he had shot 
himself.”

Counting Jep Howe's fine, new “buzz 
buggy,’ there are now at least 2045 
automobiles running on the streets of 
St. Louis—some of them in violation of 
the speed limit. 

This total was shewn by the books 
of License Collector Louis Alt when 
his office closed at noon Saturday. That 
is 126 more than were licensed al] last 
year, and 557 more than the records 
showed as having been registered by 
May 15, 1908. } 

License Collector Alt estimates that 
by the time the owners of autos be- 
come delinquent—about June 1—his col- 
lections will indicate that St. Louisans 
pessess 2100 horseless vehicles. Of these 
about 150 machines are in commercial 
use as trucks, taxicabs and delivery 
vehicles. 

Accepting $1500 as the average price 
of the automobiles in St. Louis their 
total value exceeds $3,000,000. That sum 
would be sufficient for the purchase of 
two big office buildings on Olive street. 

Former Mayor Wells has three auto- 
mobiles for which, it is said, he paid 
$15.000. Judge H. 8 Priest also has 
three cars and Adolphus Busch and 
August Busch have several for the use 
of their families. Une of these is con- 
sidered the largest in St. Louis and is 
valued at $10,000. “Jen” Howe's ma- 
chine cost his friends $5000. 

The licenses on 245 automobiles 
amount to $20,450, or enough to pay 
about half the annual expenses of the 
Licence Cellector’s office.

Sheriff Grueninger of St. Louis County 
said to a Post-Dispatch’ reporter at 
Clayton Monday that he would at once 
investigate the report that a poolroom 
was being run in University City and 
would close any: such’ place he might 
find and arrest the proprietors. 

Until the matter was made public by 
the proprietors themselves, through their 
complaint against the telegraph compa- 
ny’s error or the possible work of wire- 
tappers, the Sheriff says he did not 
know there was any poolroom. 

Officials of the Western Union, Tele- 
graph Co. said Monday that if any dis- 
patches announcing race results were 
sent over the Western Union wires to 
anyone at Delmar Garden, they were 
sent as ordinary messages. The com- 
pany’s special racing service bureau. 
they said, was discontinued several 
years ago. They also said that no evi- 
dence of wire-tapping had been discov- 
ered. 


Wrong Horse Reported Winner. 


Eva Tanquay, quoted at approximate- 
ly 3 to 1, ($18.35 to $ under the mutual 
betting system), won the second race 
at Louisville Saturday afternoon. The 
proprietors and customers of the De!- 
mar poolroom were waiting for a ‘single 
word as a ‘flash’ to announce the e- 
sult of the race, when the word came 
in it was ‘“Tawny.”’ 

Tawny, quoted at approximately 10 to 
1, had several backers in the crowd, 
somte of them heavy betters. These 
cashed in and most of them left the 
Place at once. 

Soon after came the usual dispatch, 
carrying the names of first, second and 
third Louisville winners and the time. 
The man at the desk uttered a gasp of 
dismay as he read “Eva Tanquay, 107, 
first.’’ 

“Hey!” he shouted to the lookout at 
the door, “shut that door! Don’t let a 
man out that’s in here!”. And he hur- 
ried a dispatch to Louisville to learn 
what horse did really win the race. 

When the reply came, business, was 
suspended and the proprietor pounced 
on two men who had cashed in for mod- 
erate amounts at 10 to 1 on Tawny. 


“Winners” Had Disappeared. 


They protested against giving up their 
winnings. But the attaches of the place 
crowded around them in third degree 
fashion and they yielded. What they re- 
turned made only a beginning toward 
paying off the men who had bet on Eva 
Tanquay, and who insisted on cashing in 
at once. The men who made the big 
winnings on Tawny had got away. 

The poolroom men were convinced that 
they had been tricked by wiretappers, 
and that the men who made the big 
winnings on Tawny were in league with 
those Who had tampered with the re- 
turns. For the remaining races, the full 
returns were awaited, and nothing was 
paid out on “flashes.” 

Costly mistakes are easy under the 
“flash” system, even where there is no 
tampering with the wires. In this case 
the similarity of the horses’ names 
might have caused the error, or the op- 
erator at Louisville might have been 
misinformed. A mistake is said to have 
occurred Saturday in the East St. Louis 
poolroom in connection with another 
Louisville race, but the propfietor’s loss 
was not so large as in the Delmar case.

In round numbers the complete bridge as plan- 
ned will cost $3,000,000 above the proceeds of 
the $3,500,000 bond issue. Only $500,000 more 
than the latter sum will be needed for 4 wagon 
bridge and the Mayor suggests that provision be 


jmade fora bond issue to that amount and that 


no provision be made at present for railroad ap- 
proaches, but subsequently, if necessary, the 
question of issuing bonds for $2,500,000 to build 
the rail approach be submitted. He suggests thut 
railroads desiring to use the bridge may agree 
to build the approaches. 

It. should be borne in mind that this scheme 
proposes to build a double deck railroad and 
wagon bridge over the river, but to complete 
with approaches only the wagon deck leaving the 
railroad deck unfinished and unconnected with 
the shore. 

Even if railroads should be willing to con- 
tribute the approaches for ‘a municipal bridge it 
is difficult to see how to effect a combination of 
the railroads and the city in the building of a 
free bridge owned and controlled by the city. 
How is joint ownership to be adjusted under an 
amendment which provides for a free municipal 
bridge? 

The Mayor’s plan of begirning the bridge will 
work out admirably if the people vote the $500,- 
000 additional for the wagon bridge, if the people 
vote the $2,500,000 additional for railroad ap- 
proaches, or if the railroads contribute the ap- 
proaches. But these several ifs make the plan 
risky. Should the people fail to vote the addi- 
tional bonds a large sum of public money will be 
thrown away and the original mandate of the 
people defeated. 

In deciding the jrobler it should not be over- 
looked that the bonds were issued on an amend- 
ment specifying a railroad and wagon bridge. Is 
it legal to begin the building of a structure with- 
out provisions for an essential spec:fied part of 
it? If the people should refuse to vote the addi- 
tional bonds for the railroad structure what ef- 
fect would the building of only part of the bridge 
specified in the amendment have on the bonds? 
Can the administration afford to take these risks? 
Ought not the people to be permitted first to 
signify their will concerning the amount of 
money they are willing to expend on their own 
bridge? 

‘These questions should be thoroughly settled 
before the bridge work is begun. A legal tangle 
after the bridge is partly completed; or the build- 
ing of a half bridge would not reflect credit upor 
the city or the officers who may be f renpenetnre 
for the undertaking. 
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The selection of Former City Counsellor Bates 
as the legal adviser of the Board of Freeholders 
strengthens that. organization. Mr. Bates has 
proved his good quality in office.
